Union Shares; Storage Supply Impressive 


BY EARLE E. CROWE ° 

Following its usual custom, the stock market has overdiscounted 

the effect of the tank fire losses on the operations of the Union Oil 
Company. When any catastrophe of this nature occurs, the sensitive 
minds of the speculators, who are far removed from the scene of the 
disaster, immediately conjure up fanciful estimates of loss without walt- 
ing for verification. The process of rebullding confidence on the basis of 
correct information is always slow, but the Pacific Coast did its bit 
yesterday by rushing in a volume of buying orders that brought the 
price in New York from the previous close of 41% to a final price 
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San Francisco earthquake damage 
in 1906 for a period of séveral 
weeks, the prices of the western 
rails and industrials were ham- 
mered unmercifully. Between April 


17 and May 20, the rails affected 
by the damage broke all the way 
from 6 to 48 points. Recovery set 
in as soon as the situation was 
seen in its true perspective, 


RUMORS DISSOLVED 


Southern California Edison com- 
mon was the victim of similar 
circumstances at the time of the 
Santa Barbara earthquake. The 
price on the New York Curb 
erashed from around 115 to a low 
of 109 as soon as the news was 
flashed to the East. Fortunately, 
R. H. Ballard, executive vice-pres- 
ident and genera] manager, was in 
New York, and was able to influ- 
ence a prompt recovery by the dis- 
semination of the truthful infor- 
mation received from the Los An- 
geles office. 

Probably the real extent of the 
Union Oil losses wlil not be known 
tor several days. Estimates of the 
insurance coverage are not avail- 
able, except for the official state- 
ment of the company that theistor- 
age was “largely insured.” It 
true that the company will lose 
the profit that might accrue on the 
products if prices should advance, 
but this possibility will have no ef- 
fect on current operations. Pre- 
sumably the insurance covered the 
appreciation in value of the prod- 
ucts since they were placed in stor- 


age. 

Conservatively estimated, the 
amount of light and heavy crude 
oll, gasoline, and natural distillates 
destroyed is probably around 7,- 
759.000 barrels at this time. The 
difference between the open mar- 
ket price the company will have to 
pay to replace this volume and the 
ingurance, will represent the actual 
loss, but it is clear that this will 
not amount to a sum of alarming 

. There is no nger that Un- 
ion Oil will face a shortage of sup- 
plies above ground, as the follow- 
ing estimates of storage will show. 


STORAGE LARGE 


At its Oleum and Wilmington re- 
fineries, Union Oil, on the basis of 
trade estimates, has approximately 
17,000,000 barrels of ol] and oll 
products in storage. This amount 
alone is considerably more than 
many of its competitors have in re- 
serve above ground. The loss of 
the estimated 7,750,000 barrels is 
about 30 per cent of the amount 
originally in storage. 

At the end of February, storage 
on the Pacific Coast of all com- 
ranies amounted to approximately 
155,777,000 barrels, compared to 
129,335,000 bafrelg for the corres- 
ponding period a year ago. Of the 
1926 storage, about 83,624,000 bar- 
rels represented heavy crude: 44,- 
464.000 barrels, refinable crude; 
10,671,000 barrels, gasoline; 6,667,- 
000, tors; and 10,334,000 barrels 
all others including lubricating oils, 
road oils, ete. 

Taking an average price for all 
grades of each product, the esti- 
mated value of the Pacific Coast 
storage at the end of February was 
about 1258/000000. This is com- 
parable with $250,000,000 for the 
same period of 1926. 

If the Union Ot! loss, without 
considering insurance coverage, 
reaches $10,500,000, it is obvious 
that only an unimportant slice has 
been taken from the value of Pa- 
cific Coast reserves. From the 
point of volume, the estimated 
7,750,000 barrels loss is only 4 per 
cent of the total above ground 
along the Coast.
